True, the 
Saviour has bequeathed to his disciples that peace 
which the world giveth not ; but with it, he has 
promised trials, crosses, and conflicts. Personal 
ease and comfort, or mere individual enjoyment, 
js too low and selfish a motive to have a place in 
the breast of a Christian. And let me add, that 
if your only motive in identifying yourselves with 
the disciples of Christ is to escape hell, and be 
happy and comfortable in your mind, you have 
never yet enjoyed the religion of the Bible? 

It is possible that some of you may have never 
decided in your own minds what the religion of 
the Bible is. Perhaps you may regard it as some- 
thing to be enjoyed, rather than practised,—as con- 
sisting almost wholly in frames and peculiar emo- 
tions. This is a mistake. Let me assure you 
that if your religion is not a fixed principle of ac. 
tion, influencing your whole moral conduct, it is 
spurious. It is not recognized in the Word of 
God. Remember the religion of Jesus Christ re- 
quires unconditional submission to his entire will, 
and uncompromising obedience to all his com- 
mandments. These are produced by the influ- 
ences of the Holy Spirit upon the heart, and by 
nothing else. Excessive emotions of joy or grief, 
may be, and perhaps are, experienced by those 
whose Aearts are stil] at enmity with God. I 
have seen persons weep under the pathetic ap-

Reminiscences of William Ladd. 


INFLUENCE OF HIS PEACE PRINCIPLES IN HIs 
INTERCOURSE WITH oTHERS.—The common fault 
of reformers, is, that they are intolerant in their 
feelings, and denunciatory in their language ; but 
Mr. Ladd in a great degree escaped this intoler- 
ance. He was fan of kindly feelings ; this child- 
ltke tleness, counted with his other noble 
qualities, drew all hearts toward hin. 

His gentle-heartedness, however, came alike 
from his good nature, and the influence of his 
peace principles. A story which he often told 
with peculiar relish, will illustrate this moulding 
of his character—-the gradual progress of his mind 
in adopting the peace principles. 

“I had,” said he, “a fine field of grain, grow- 
ing upon an out-farm at some distance from the

“The next day, I rode over to see neighbor 


Pulsifer. I found him chopping wood at his door. 

No answer. ‘ Good 
morning,’ I repeated. He gave a kind of grunt 
without looking up. ‘I came,’ continued I, ‘ to 
see you about the sheep.’ At this, he threw down 
his axe, and exclaimed, in a most angry manner, 
‘Now aren’t you a pretty neighbor, to tell your 
men to kill my sheep? I heard of it—a rich

“*T was wrong, neighbor,’ said I ; ‘ but it wont 
do to let your sheep eat up all that grain; so I 
came over to say that I would take your sheep to 
my homestead pasture, and put them in with 
mine, and in the fall you may take them back, 
and if any one is missing, you may take your 
pick out of my whole flock.’” 

“ Pulsifer looked confounded—he did not know 
how totake me, At last he stammered out,— 
* Now, Squire, are you in earnest ?’ ‘Certainly I 
am,’ I answered; ‘it is better for me to feed 
your sheep in my pasture on grass, than to feed 
them here on grain; and I see the fence can’t 
keep them out.’ ” 

“ After a moment’s silence—‘ The sheep shan’t 
trouble you any more,’ exclaimed Pulsifer. ‘ I 
will fetter them all. But I'll let you know that 
when any man talks of shooting, 1 can shoot too; 
and wher they are kind and neighborly, I can 
be kind too.” The sheep never again trespassed 
on my lot. “And my friends,” he would contin- 
ue, addressing the audience, “remember that 
when you talk of injuring your neighbors, they 
will talk of injuring you. When nations threat- 
en to fight, other nations will be ready too. Love 
will beget love ; a wish to be at peace will keep 
you in peace. You can overcome evil only with 
good. ‘There is no other way.” 

HIS CONDUCT UNDER NEGLECT OR ABUSE. 

Though he keenly felt the cold sneer, the bi- 
ting sarcasm, the undisguised contempt which of- 
ten met his early efforts, these had only the effect 
to bring his mind up to a more vigorous wrestle 
with the prejudices of the times. Some years 
since he asked an assembled association of min- 
isters in New Hampshire for liberty to address 
them on the claims of the Peace Movement. The 
body unwillingly assented, and granted him a few 
minutes only. He spoke, but hardly had he warm- 
ed with his subject, when, the time expiring, he 
was abruptly and unfeelingly stopped with an un- 
finished sentence on his lips. He sat down, cov- 
ered his eyes with his hand, the tears streaming 
down his cheeks, and his lips quivering with emo- 
tion. His feelings were disregarded, and the 
hody commenced a discussion on the wants of the 
Home Missionary Society. How did our Phi- 
lanthropist bear this unkindness? There was no 
manifestation of anger. He returned good for 
After his emotion had in some degree sub- 
sided, he arose and addressed the Moderator.— 
“Sir, L have only one child; I love her dearly, 
though her kindly spirit, her heavenly beauty, are 
not appreciated or seen by many, I have edu- 
cated her, I have exerted myself for her success, 
I have devoted myself to her good.

A Divine Purpose, | 

One of the grand purposes of God is that the | 
earth shall be filled with his glory, as the waters 
cover the sea. The whole Christian church - 
joiee in the belief of a universal reign of holiness. | 
Here is a pre-determination of God, producing an | 
infallible certainty. Heaven and earth may pass 
away, but his word shall not pass away. 

It has been said that a belief in the divine de- 
crees tended to throw the mind into a state of 
sloth and inactivity—that it discouraged all ex- 
ertion—that it favored a species of fatalism which 
cut the sinews of effort, and resolved the moral 
world into a kind of machinery, which being mo- 
ved by an omnipotent hand, superceded altogeth- 
er the enterprise and industry of man. 

But what is the actual operation upon truly 
spiritual and holy minds of the doctrine of the 
divine purpose to make “the wilderness as Eden, 
and the desert as the garden of the Lord,”— 
Does not the announcement of that purpose 
awaken not only the most animated and happy 
hope ; but the most vigorous exertions? Who of 
this world’s population, are so bent upon the work 
of evangelizing the whole mass as those who 
most firmly believe that an infallible purpose of 
God touches this very point.

Christian Truths. 


We reach, then, our ultimate position, and the 
third truth, peculiar, as we assume, to Spiritual 
Christianity, which is this—that a cordial recep.

Some weeks ago, an aged pilgrim of 86 years, 
walked four miles with a change of raiment un- 
der his arm, to be baptized after the example of 
Christ. I baptized him in our noble Jordan, the 
Mississippi river, opposite Lower Alton in the 
presence of many witnesses. He had been a 
worthy Methodist for 40 years, and many years 
ago assisted General Washington in surveying 
land.”

Burning of Bibles. 

We published in our last the painful fact that a 
considerable number of Bibles had been publicly 
burnt in the street,in the town of Champlain, 
Clinton Co., New York, by Catholic priests.— 
These Bibles had been distributed among the 
Catholic population of that region by the gener- 


ble Society. 
sacrilegious and so repugnant to the genius of 
our institutions, has awakened much feeling thro’- 
out the country. 

At a meeting of the inhabitants of Beekman- 
town and its vicinity, convened at the Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Wednesday tie 30th day of 
November, for the purpose of considering the 
late sacrilegious act of the Roman Catholic 
priests in committing to the flames the Holy Bi- 
ble in the town of Champlain, Clinton Co., N. Y., 
the following preamble and resolutions were 
unanimously passed : 


Whereas, It has been creditably reported to 
this meeting from a meeting of our fellow-citi- 
zens and Christians of the town of Champlain, 
that a large number of copies of the Holy Serip- 
tures, given by the Champlain Bible Society to 
the Roman Catholic people of that vicinity, were 
publicly burned by the Roman Catholic priests in 
the streets of said town ; and whereas, also a 
committee from the said Champlain Bible Society 
waited on the said priests, and politely requested 
of them a re-delivery of all the remaining copies 
of the Holy Scriptures distributed among their 
people, whereof the said Roman Catholic priests 
positively refused to deliver the remaining copies 
or any part of them, but declared that they would 
burn all they could obtain, and ona subsequent 
day did publicly disgrace and commit to the 
flames in the streets a large number of Bibles ; 
and in view of the foregoing facts we do there- 
fore,

original invention of Mr. Gilroy,) he is able to operate it in 
figured work as fast as the ordinary power-loom in weav- 
}ing plain cloth. The fabric woven in our presence is of 
cotton, but from its peculiar construction resembles silk, 
while the specimens of figured Silk and Linen fabrics pro. 
duced in this loom, exceed in beauty any we had before 
seen. Although working at a speed of over 100 picks or 
threads of weft a minute, the fabric produced was absolute.

pean soldiers, 2 clerks and5 women, making in all 109 
persons, who had suffered the horrors of captivity, from the 
10th of January, to the 21st and 27th of September. The 
meeting between the veteran General Sale and his wife and 
daughter, is described as highly affecting. 

On the arrival of General Nou’s division at Cabul, the 
resolution adopted by the British Government to destroy all 
the Affghun strong-holds was carried into execution.

in the sands, or perhaps feed stagnant waters. 
In the southern chains are countries, populous, 
rich, and civilized ; Little Bucharia, Great and 
Little Thibet. ‘The people of the north are shep- 
herdsand wanderers. Their habitations are tents, 
and town camps, which are transported according 
to the want of pasturage. The Bucharians enjoy 
the right of trading to all parts of Asia, and the 
Thibetians cultivate the earth to advantage. The 
ancients had only aconfused idea of Central 
Asia. “The inhabitants of this country,” as we 
learn from a great authority, “are ina high state 
of civilization; possessing all the useful manu- 
factures, and lofiy houses built with stone. The 
Chinese reckon (but this is evidently an exag- 
geration) that Thibet alone contains thirty-three 
millions of persons. ‘The merchants of Cash- 
mere, on their way to Yarkand, in Little Bucha- 
tia, pass through Little Thibet. ‘This country is 
scarcely known to European geographers.” ‘The 
immense plain of Central Asia is hemmed in, 
and almost inaccessible by mountain ranges of 
the greatest eievation, which surround it on all

This gentleman also concluded, from 
the information he obtained respecting the Beni- 
Israel, that they existed in great numbers in the 
countries between Cochin and Bombay, the north 
of Persia, among the hordes of Tarlary and in 
Cashmere—the very countries in which, accor- 
ding to the paragraph in the German paper, they 
exist in such numbers. So far, then, these ac- 
countsconfirm each other, and there is every prob- 
ability that the Beni-Israel, resident on the west 
of the Indian Peninsula, bad originally proceeded 
from Bucharia. It will therefore, be interesting 
to know something of their moral and religious 
character. ‘The following particulars are col- 
lected from Mr. Sargon’s accounts: 1. In dress 
and manners they resemble the natives, so as not 
to be distinguished from them, except by atten- 
tive observation and inquiry. 2. They have He. 
brew names of the same kind, and with the same 
local terminations, as the Sepoys in the ninth 
regiment Bombay Native Infantry. 3. Some of 
them read Hebrew, and they have a faint tradi- 
tion of the cause of their original Exodus from 
Egypt. 4. Their common language is the Hin- 
doo. 5. They keep idols and worship them, and 
use idolatrous ceremonies, intermixed with He- 
brew. 6. ‘They circumcise their own children. 
7. They observe the Kippoor, or great expiation- 
day of the Hebrews, but not the Sabbath, or any 
feast or fast days. 8. They call themselves Go- 
rah Jehudi, or White Jews; and they term the 
black Jews, Collah Jehudi. 9. They speak of 
the Arabian Jews as their brethren, but do not 
acknowledge the European Jews as such, because 
they are of a fairer complexion than themselves. 
10. They use on all occasions, and under the 
most trivial circumstances, the usual Jewish pray- 
er, “Hear,O Israel,the Lord our God is one Lord.” 
11. They have no cohen (priest,) levite, or casi 
among them, under those terms ; but they have a 
kasi (reader,) who performs prayers and conducts 
their religious ceremonies ; and they appear to 
have elders and a chief in the community, who 
determine in their religious concerns. 
expect the Messiah, and that they will onc day 
return to Jerusalem. They think that the time 
of his appearance will soon arrive, at which they 
much rejoice, believing that at Jerusalem they 
will see their God, worship him only, and be des. 
pised no more, 

This is all the information that can be collec. 
ted from the accounts of Mr. Sargon. The cel.

The Ten lost Tribes. 

The following paragraph, which lately appear- 
ed in a German paper, under the head of Leipsic, 
is calculated to lead to some interesting inqui- 
ries :— 

“After having seen, for some years past mer- 
chants from ‘Tiflis, Persia, and Armenia, among 
the visitors at our fair, we have had, for the 
first time, two traders from Bucharia with shawls, 
which are there manufactured of the finest wool of 
the goats of Thibet and Cashmere, ny THE JEwIsu 
FAMILIES, who form a third part of the population. 
In Bucharia (formerly the capital of Sogdiana) 
the Jews have been very numerous ever since 
the Babylonian captivity, and are there as re- 
markable for their industry and manufactures 
as they are in England for their money transac- 
tions. It was not till last year, that the Russian 
government succeeded in extending its diplomat. 
ic missions far into Bucharia. ‘The above traders 
exchanged their shawls for coarse and fine wool- 
len clothes, of such colors as are most esteemed 
in the East. 

Much interest has been excited by the informa. 
tion which this paragraph conveys, and which is 
equally novel and important. In none of the 
geographical works which we have consulted, do 
we tind the least hint as to the existence, in Buch. 
aria, of such a body of Jews as that here men. 
toned, amounting to one-third of the whole pop.
